Dear Mr. Shattuc: 


This is in response to your recent letter concerning H.J.Res. 481, calling 
for the designation of April 15-21, 1984, as National Coin Week. 


Under the rules of the Post Office and Civil Service Committee, no 
resolution calling for a national observance is acted upon unless it is 
cosponsored by at least 218 Members of the House of Representatives. To date 
H.J.Res. 481 has only 20 cosponsors. Since only one week remains before National 
Coin Week begins, it is extremely unlikely that the necessary cosponsors will be 
gathered in time for the Congress to act on the resolution. 


You will be pleased to know, however, that Congressman Mineta has joined me 
as a cosponsor. Had more coin collectors acted as you did in contacting their 
Representatives and requesting them to cosponsor this resolution, I am sure we 
would have obtained the necessary cosponsors without any problem. 


I have enclosed for you a copy of the resolution as well as a copy of my 
remarks when I introduced it to the House. Thank you for your support on this 
issue.
